home in Fifth avenue,'and several of her relatives have been summoned to 
her bedside. Her family physician, Dr. Austin Flint, Jr., has been in con- 
stant attendance upon the patient for four days, and last night made public, 
a ;bulletin.staling.that four;weeks ago Mrs. Astor suffered a recurrence of 
an affection of the heart which had previously developed. 
Mrs. Astor is 


said to be more than eighty years old. 


Mrs. Aster's daughter, Mrs. Wilson, is at her mother's side and Mr. and 


Mrs. James Van Allen of Newport are expected to come to New York today. 


The decline in Mrs. Astor's health first became publicly known two 


years or more ago when her son, Col. John Jacob Astor, announced (hat his 
mother's villa at Newport would not be opened for the season of 
1006. 


After a breakdown in health, while in Boston, Mrs. Astor returned to this 
city and has since taken little part in social life. 


Within the last year it has been reported several times that she was 


unable to leave her home, but these have generally been followed by her ap- 
pearance on Fifth avenue where she frequently enjoyed morning walks.

Mr. Rockefeller held back for a bargain and got 
-what he wanted. His 


declaration for Taft is good for at least 100,000 votes in the doubtful states. 
I cannot speculate on the exact amount the republican national committea 
received from Mr. Rockefeller, but one can rest assured that they both re- 
ceived their price, Mr. Hitchcock getting the money and Rockefeller tha 
promises which suggest the question whether Taft is with Rockefeller or 
with Roosevelt. 


"We now have an oil trust and the steel trust lined np side by side aid 


working for Mr. Taft's candidacy. Mr. Carnegie's statement yesterday on. 
his arrival from Europe that the election of Mr. Bryan would be a tragedy, 
is not only shocking but should arouse the indignation of all fair-minded 
citizens of the country regardless of party affiliation. 


''Mr. Carnegie, I ara reliably informed, is not even a voter in this conn- ' 


try. Mr. Carnegie has amassed a large fortune as the result at least of the

,pare breakfast for her husband and his 
brother. Raphael Minoll, who returned 
'from the west two weeks ago and was 
boarding with them. She told Raphael 
she had not slept a wink all night, and 
when the neighbors commented upon 
her wan look she replied that 
some- 


thing was worrying her, but she. did 
not say what. 


She put up dinners for the husband 


and brother to take with them, both 
being stonecutters, and she appeared in 
good spirits, 
although 
tired. 
At 
6 


o'clock she placed an order with the 
milkman for two quarts of milk daily. 
At 8 o'clock she requested the 
mail- 


man to note the change 
of address 


from 210 Summer street, where she and 
her husband 
did light housekeeping 


during the summer, and at 
9 o'clock 


she paid the coal man, who filled the 
bin. That was the last seen of her 
alive. 


At 10.30 o'clock 
a 
neighbor—Mrs. 


Clementina Quattropani, 140 Exchange 
street—found the door 
locked when 


she went over for a visit, and nothing 


more was thought of Mrs. Mlnoll until 
the husband and brother returned from 
work yesterday 
afternoon. 
Finding 


the doors locked and being unable to 
arouse any one Louis climbed in a. 
back window, followed closely by his 
brother. When Louis entered the bed- 
room he saw his wife and baby in a 
pool of blood on the bed. 


A blood-stained razor near them told 


the story. He made an outcry and the 
brother rushed in and saw at once that 
mother and son were 
beyond recall. 


The child's head was nearly severed 
from Its body, and the mother had in- 
flicted a wound almost as severe upon 
herself.

slaves" and told them that when socialism shall be adopted the Lowell

Isfy purchasers. By drawing is meant to 
remove all the inwards of the fowls and 
the heads. Recently this matter has 
come before the health inspector of Kan- 
sas, who decides that undrawn poultry is 
illegal under the food and drug lav/ of 
that 'state. The law in that state speci- 
fies that "all 
poultry, 
game and nsh
